WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
and Changes. Outlook. 


Conditions 


The canners of Baltimore are comparatively busy engaged 
in the packing of pineapple, strawberries and peas, and we must 
say that the quality of these three is exceptionally good this 
season. 


We presume the fact that the pineapples that are coming to 
this market are of the better quality than for some years past, 
is due to the proposed increased duty, and that the growers 
realize that they will have to ship better stock than heretofore 
on account of the great stride that has been made into popular 
favor by the Hawaiian Pine. There is no question but that the 
Hawaiian Pine is a fine apple, but it is also equally so that the 
Bahamas raise fruit of equal flavor, provided the same care is 
exercised in picking it for shipment. 

It is something like the question as to the superiority of 
one brand of champagne as against another, and we have seen 
numerous wagers laid between gentlemen as to whether they 
could pick out their own particular brand ; differentiating as to 
which is the finer. 


We heard an interesting discussion as to the merits of the 
Hawaiian pine, as compared to the Bahama pine, and when 
samples were cut of each variety of select goods, it was interest- 
ing to note that these two advocates had to admit that there was 
very little difference between them; in fact it was an open ques- 
tion between them as to which was the better. Of course this 
does not apply to the rank and file of all pines canned, but we 
think it does apply to the better grades of either locality. It is 
not amiss to state here that this same opinion will be found to 
exist in regard to nearly all canned products, when one locality 
is pitted against another. We heard it said the other day that 
a government official who was investigating a certain variety of 
canned vegetables, asserted that when grown in a certain local- 
ity this vegetable was much superior to the same article grown 
in another locality, and he was told that that was a matter of 
individual opinion, and where one person might prefer the vege- 
table grown in one section of the country on account of its 
flavor and consistency, which differed from the flavor and con- 
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sistency of the same vegetable grown in another locality, another 
person might not care for that particular, or peculiar char- 
acteristic. 

This brings us to the question of the Campaign of Publicity 
about to be inaugurated, and we think it well to state here that 
the object to be obtained by the advertising of canned goods in 
general, is not to promote any particular variety of fruits or 
vegetables, or of any special section, but of the cleanly manner 
in which canned goods are packed, of the care takeu in the 
selection of the seed, the manner of growing, of harvesting the 
crop for the cannery and the handling of same as rapidly as 
possible, so as to retain the natural flavor, before the final 
sterilization process. And that it is not necessary, but would 
only be a waste of money to use Benzoate of Soda or any other 
chemical preservative in fruits or vegetables which have to 
be sterilized by heat after being hermetically sealed. These 
remarks may seem like a repitition of what has been said before, 
but as we all have an axe to grind and, as unfortunately for the 
general weal we do not appreciate the benefits of applying the 
Golden Rule, our selfishness predominates. If weare packers of 
tomatoes and have contributed to this Campaign Fund naturally 
we desire (through our selfishness) to see tomatoes pushed; 
while should we be packers of peas, corn or any other article, 
to the exclusion of tomatoes, we cannot see why so much 
space should be devoted to tomatoes and apparently nothing 
to our line. 

What we need is team work: a National Baseball League 
club, in which the individuals are only working for personal 
records, will not win the pennant, and the college football 
team, whose individual members do not realize that they are 


simply a unit and must work together, will certainly not bring. 


their team to victory. We have noted that the large advertisers 
of canned goods are taking very little interest and making, we 
believe, no contribution to this Campaign Fund for the general 
advancement of canned goods, and we certainly believe that 
their interests are just as much involved as the humble packer 
who is not spending $200,000 per year to advertise his par- 
ticular brand. By restoring canned goods to their righteous 
place in the housewife’s mind, they will reap a proportionate 
benefit as the canner who doesn’t spend a cent for advertising. 

This does not smatter much of a weekly review of canned 
goods, but it does contain a great deal of truth as to why the 
jobber is letting the canned goods packer carry the goods in his 
instead of the jobber’s warehouse, and we feel assured that 
when general trade conditions get back to normal that canned 
goods will be on a solid footing again, and while we do not 
believe that the jobbers will ever come back to the old method 
of buying futures ad libitum, we do believe that the canners 
wili realize the necessity of pushing their goods properly, and 
make arrangements to have sufficient capital to carry their 
goods throughout the selling period; in other words, we think 
the buying of futures indiscriminately by jobbers is practi- 
cally over. 


Corn is steadily getting stronger, and with the anticipated 
light pack che tone of the market will be much more healthy. 

Tomatoes will, we think, be much lighter in pack this 
year than for some years, and it is the part of wisdom for every 
canner to curtail his pack and aim for quality rather than for 
quantity. 

Peaches, berries, etc., will be good holding for the for- 
tunate man who has them. 

There is no change to report in cans or canners’ metals. 


NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. : 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw YorK, June 9.—The same observation applies this 
week as last. The market is quiet, but there isa determina- 
tion among sellers to resist the demands of buyers to force down 
the price and the consequence is a species of deadlock which 
seems destined to create more or less dullness until some ar- 
rangements have been made satisfactory to both parties. Con- 
ditions remain substantially the same as previously reported 
and there is considerable effort on the part of buyers to obtain 
cheap lots of some commodities, though as a whole indifference 
seems to be the feature of the market. Holders are anxious to 
obtain full outside prices for their goods, and these figures buy- 
ers are equally determined not to pay. The result can be read- 
ily understood. It is hoped that there will be a better move- 
meut shortly and that sales of all commodities will increase as 
the season advances. 


Tomatoes.—At 62%c. regular terms f. 0. b, factory a good 
deal of business could be done in standard Maryland 3s, but 
owing tothe fact that holders are determined not to accept 
that figure, coupled with the equal determination on the part of 
buyers not to pay 65c., has created a deadlock in the tomato 
market which has reduced the movement to almost nothing. 
Once in a while a car or two can be picked up at that figure, but 
in the main holders are resisting every effort of buyers to 
hammer the market below 65c. Some are asking even more 
and fully believe they will get it before the new pack is ready 
for delivery. Spot No. 2s are held firmly at 47%c. regular 
terms f. o. b. factory. It is said that bids of 45c. for blocks of 
considerable size have been refused. No. ros are still dull, but 
holders are not urging their sale, consequently the price re- 
mains about as it was. The price varies considerably, depend- 
ing upon quality, ranging from $1.60 f. 0. b. up to $2.00, the 
latter understood to be for the very best brands. Nothing was 
heard of futures. They are understood to be somewhat slow, 
however, with practically little interest shown by either buyers 
or sellers.

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Peas.—It was expected that the campaign on 1909 Balti- 
more peas would be reopened this week, but up to the time 
this was written practically nothing had been done. Several 
representatives of canning concerns have been here, but a 
larger proportion of them, and among those the representatives 
of the larger houses, have decided to wait until later, possibly 
next week; at any rate, until the last of this week, before be- 
ginning any materially active operations. So far they have not 
approached buyers with any definite selling propositions. The 
reason assigned is that the pack is turning out smaller than was 
expected, while the cost of raw material is still high. They do 
not, under these circumstances, know what to do, consequently 
they believe it the wisest way to do nothing. State spot and 
future peas are quiet, but the price remains firm and the same 
observation applies to Western stock. 

Corn —No change is reported in corn, excepting that the 
demand is a shade weaker than it was a week ago. Conditions 
are somewhat unsettled in packing centers, as has been pointed 
out heretofore, but the situation shows little promise of chang- 
ing for the present. Spot stocks are working into small com- 
pass especially the supplies of Southern Maine style, and bold- 
ers are very firm in their views. Futures are so uncertain that 
few dare make any move regarding them. 

Beans.—Both spot and future trading is quiet, though in 
both instances prices seem to be firmly held. Baltimore inter- 
ests report a shade more demand. 

Spinach.—The supply is small and prices remain firm. 
Conditions are quite satisfactory, though there are occasional 
attempts to secure stock at reduced rates. ' 

Peaches.—Further concessions on California stock have re- 
sulted in cleaning up several more spot holdings, principally on 
orders from out of town. It is impossible to learn the particu- 
lars of the transactions. Southern spot stocks are dull, but 
supplies are light, and prices, especially on No. 3 peeled and 
unpeeled pies, are firm, Conditions favor holders of these 
goods, but Californias tend downward. 

Strawberries.—New pack Southern stock is fairly active. 
Prices run about as follows: No. 2 standard extra preserved 
in syrup, 75c.. No. 2 preserved in heavy syrup, $1.00, and ex- 
tra preserved in heavy syrup, $1.20 to $1.25; No. ros, $3.50. 
The supply is ample and holders are a shade less firm in their 
views on spot goods. 

Gooseberries.—New pack, ready in ten days or so, are 
offered at 50c. for standard No. 2s and $4.25 for No. ros regular 
terms f. o. b. factory. 

Blueberries.—Future Southern pack are quoted at goc. for 
No. 2s and $4.50 for No. ros regular terms f. o. b. factory. 

Blackberries.—Quotations for future delivery are ruling at 
55¢. for No. 2s; No. 3s, 85c. and No. 10s, $3.00. Conditions 
are favorable for buyers. 

Raspberries.—Holders are quoting futures at 873¢c. for red 
or black No. 2s, $1.05 for preserved and $1.30 for extra pre- 
served. Sales have been fair. 

Apples.—No. tos are firm, but movement is somewhat re- 
stricted. Buyers are generally indifferent, though some trad- 
ing in better grades is done. 

Salmon.—The market remains firm, but no important busi- 
ness is reported in any variety. Holders are asking $1.30 to 
$1.35 for red Alaska talls, and it is said that the inside price is 
the lowest at which any can now be bought. Medium red is held 
at $1.20 for talls. Chinook is still scarce and buyers are 
clamoring for deliveries on stock purchased out of this year’s 
pack, but find it extremely difficult to get anything. The run 
on the Columbia River is reported light, though during the 
past week or so more steelbacks have been taken than at any 


time before. Pinks are quiet, but the market seems to be a 
little firmer, if anything. 

Sardines.—Domestic goods are unsettled and in some 
instances prices are shaded somewhat. It is said that sales of 
.1908 quarter-oils have been made as low as $2.05 f. 0. b. East- 
port.” Rumors have been circulated of the sale of new pack in 
keyless cans as low as $2.35. HupDsON. 


CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, June 9g, 1909. 

Revival In Futures.—Sa'esmen report that retail dealers 
are taking a friendlier interest in futures in canned goods and 
that future canned corn especially is regarded with favor. The 
trouble about contracting with them for tomatoes, however, is 
that spot prices are lower than futures and the situation is too 
illogical. Peas are somewhat in the same situation. Attention 
is being given to California canned fruits, which are opening up 
at very low prices, likewise asparagus. There are indications 
of a coming condition of deferred activity in the future canned 
goods market. Retailers are finding that their stocks of canned 
goods are much more reduced than they supposed they would 
be and some solicitude as to the market tendency and interest 
in the prices is being taken. 


Heavy Rejections.—Several very big lake steamers ar- 
rived this week from the East and aboard them were large 
blocks of canned tomatoes. . 

Many of these blocks were sold on sample under standard 
labels at 6234c. and 65c. East, and though the market has not 
receded and looks today even stronger than it has been looking, 
I hear of a number of rejections because the goods did not 
comply with samples submitted. 


I saw one lot cut which the broker who made the sale 
admitted was not up to sample, and it was the poorest lot of 
trash I have ever seen under a packer’s standard label, full of 
big green cores, with a few pieces of light-colored tomato float- 
ing around in a can of water. No sane buyer would have

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bought the goods by sample, if the sample was like the goods 
delivered. Indeed the stuff in my opinion was unfit for human 
consumption as food. 


I was shown this lot as it was being unloaded. A large 
number of the cans were rusty from bad storage and about half 
the cases had no label, stencil or other distinguishing mark on™ 
them by which the contents could be identified. I learn that 
there are in Chicago today nearly 25,000 cases of tomatoes 
which are rejected. 


Low Prices In Fruits.—The only article in canned fruits 
that the California packers have named prices on up to date is 
white cherries. California packers are making much lower 
prices than last year as follows: Double extra R. A. cherries 
No. 2% sell $2.25; extra R. A. cherries No. 2% sell $2.00; 
extra standard R. A. cherries sell $1.60; standard R. A. cherries 
No. 2% sell $1.40; seconds Ox Heart cherries No. 2% sell $1.10. 
This opening argues well for heavy yield and very low prices 
on all California canned fruits. The prices named on cherries 
are the lowest ever made in the history of the industry. 

The advanced rate of freight from the Pacific Coast, namely 
85c. in car load lots advanced from 75c. will make a small dif- 
ference, about 3%4c. per dozen on canned fruits in No. 2% cans 
this season. 


American Sardines.—The market on domestic sardines 
has gone all to pieces. The big sardine packing concerns named 
prices today on new pack as follows: Keyless, 4-Oils, per 
case, $2.00; with key, 1%4-Oils, per case, $2.40; with key, 
%-Mustard, $2.50. 

This isa cut under last year’s opening prices of nearly 
20 per cent., and has caught many of our jobbers heavily 
stocked up with sardines. The prices named are not for future 


delivery, but for spot and future, and means an absolute market . 


dump or slump. 


In fact the big domestic sardine combination has gone to 
pieces and ruinous competition is in sight. Even lower prices 
are predicted to take place soon. 

Filthy Methods.—Some of the big American sardine pack- 
ers of the Atlantic Coast are in the habit of smearing their cans 
with cheap oil, and then filling them into a case after partially 
drying them in sawdust. This leaves a lot of greasy sawdust 
sticking to the cans which can not be washed or rubbed off 
except with great labor. This is said to be done to protect the 
cans from rusting. It is a fool custom as the gummy sticky 
sawdust on the cans is worse than the rust would be. All that 
such packers need do is to put a little parrafine into their pro- 
cess tanks with each batch, (only a small quantity), and their 
cans will not rust and be clean and agreeable to handle.

Spain’s Drawback On Tin Plate On Exported Tin Cans. 


Minister William M. Collier transmits from Madrid a copy 
and translation of the royal order dated March 18, providing 
for the temporary free admission into Spain of tin plate for use 
in the packing industry, concerning which he writes: 

‘*By the terms of the order the import duty on tin plate 
will be refunded only when it is exported in the form of cans 
containing canned products within the period of one year. The 
packing industry has within the past ten years assumed con- 
siderable dimensions in the Cantabrian Provinces, where this 
order has caused much popular rejoicing. Its object, as stated 
in the preamble, is to enable the packers to compete in foreign 
markets.’’

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Smyrna Figs. 


The following information concerning the preparation of 
figs for market in Asiatic Turkey is furnished by Vice-Consul- 
General Ernest A. Magnifico, of Smyrna: 


The process of fig curing as practiced in Asia Minor is sim- 
plicity itself. The fruit dries naturally on the trees and drops 
when perfectly cured. They are then collected and spread out 
on serghis, or smooth, hard-beaten pieces of prepared ground, 
measuring usually 10 yards by 2, and sloping slightly, so that 
any rain falling may run off immediately, where they remain 
4 to 8 days, according to the weather conditions, to dry thor- 
oughly. They are then tightly packed in jute or woolen bags 
and shipped to the markets. The largest and finest figs are 
picked out for table purposes and shipped chiefly to England 
without any further preparation. 


The figs to be packed in boxes are simply sorted into vari- 
ous sizes, rolled roughly into shape and then pressed into the 
boxes by the workers, whose hands are kept moist with sea 
water, or, in places where that is not to be had, with a brine of 
water and common salt. 


The thickness of the skins is not affected by the curing or 
the packing, but depends entirely upon the water supply ; the 
less water, the thicker the skin. About 80 per cent of the fig 
trees are entirely dependent upon the rainfall for water supply, 
the last rains being generally early in May. In those districts 
where there is an abundant water supply, the trees are irrigated 
once in the month of June and once in July, and these planta- 
tions, without exception, produce the thin-skinned and juicy 
figs, which are the best quality. The trees that have not been 
regularly irrigated from the time of. their planting are seriously 
damaged if irrigated upon reaching maturity.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRAncisco, CAL., June 5, 1909. 

Warm summer weather is commencing in earnest in Cali- 
fornia, and while this is satifactory for fruit interests it is inter- 
fering with the pack of certain varieties of vegetables that do 
best during the cooler periods of the year. This is particularly 
true of asparagus, and it is to be noted that the pack that has 
been put up during the past two weeks is not of the high qual- 
ity that characterized the pack at the commencement of the 
season. Some of the operators in the field have evidently for- 
gotten their promises to put out only high grade goods this sea- 
son and have taken advantage of the heavy demand that has 
been created through the medium of low prices and high quality 
to place upon the market some very ordinary goods. Of course, 
this is not true of all the packers, but there are several who are 
not as careful as they were earlier in the season. One of the 
policies that has been adopted by several packers should be 
abolished, and that is the purchase of stock in the San Fran- 
cisco markets. Growers have found that it is possible for them 
to ship large quantities of stock to the fresh market, and after 
the best has been taken from the shipments and there is no 
chance of selling the remainder it is turned over to the can- 
neries. Immense quantities are canned here, and as it is all 
several days old when packed its quality is seriously impaired. 
Evidently the California packers of asparagus will not pay strict 
attention to the quality side of the packing question until the 
output becomes so large that this policy will be a matter of 
necessity. It is to be noted that there is an improvement in the 


quality of the pack this season, but there is still room for addi- 
tional improvement in this respect. It is now thought that the 
size wf the pack this season will be considerably smaller than 
was at first estimated, owing to the lack of rain and the con- 
tinued cold weather. It will, however, be heavier than 
last year. 

The demand for canned tomatoes continues to be good, and 
old stocks are being rapidly depleted. This is particularly true 
of the best brands of strictly standards, and these are now sell- 
ing generally at 65 cents instead of 62%4c., the price that has 
been common for some months. It is believed that opening 
prices on the pack of the present season will not be less than 
70 cents, and there is less of a tendency to shade prices to get 
rid of stock than was to be noted in the winter. The packing 
of peas is coming to a close as most of the fields in the interior 
and on a whole the pack has been disappointing. Although a 
larger acreage was harvested this season, the continued dry 
spell affected the vines and the yield was a light one. Canners 
have sold about all they will pack and full opening prices have 
been maintained. An increase in price is looked for, as it is 
claimed that the eastern pack will be short this year. 

The packing of cherries has commenced in earnest, but 
there has been but little inquiry for this canned fruit as yet. 
None of the firms in the business have announced their opening 
prices yet, but these are expected to be forthcoming soon. 
There is a general impression that prices will be low and can- 
ners are willing to pay but very low prices for the fruit. The 
fresh market is glutted with offerings, but farmers seem to 
prefer selling to the market even at low prices than to give in 
to the offers of the canners. 

Seattle jobbers are announcing that they have no more 
Alaska red salmon in stock, and ure directing the attention of 
their trade to the few San Francisco firms where small lots of 
mixed brands are still to be had. No salmon of this variety is

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selling for less than $1.25 and higher rates are the rule. Pink 
salmon is in very light stock in San Francisco, the bulk of the 
Coast stock being carried at Seattle. Full rates are now being 
asked for this fish, and 67%4c. is the lowest price now being con- 
sidered. Chums are selling for 65c. An advance in the price 
of this fish of from 2%4c. to 5c. has been made in the past month, 
owing to the better condition of the market. 

From Seattle comes the news that orders for almost fifty 
per cent more Chinook salmon than will be packed on the 
Columbia river have already been received. The season so far 
has not been up to expectations, having opened late, and the 
large size of the fish now being taken making them available 
for the use of the mildcure packers. The fisheries in South- 
eastern Alaska will commence operations within the course of 
the next two weeks, but the catch here is largely of pink 
salmon. ‘The canneries in the Bristol Bay region will not be 
ready for business much before the first of July, and as the sea- 
son there is reported to be very backward the size of the pack 
may be cut down. The cannery vessels were all turned back by 
the heavy ice, and it is only recently that navigation has been 
made possible. 

By the loss of the cannery ship Columbia, the Alaska 
Salmon Canning Company will be out of business during the 
coming year, as this vessel carried the entire outfit. About 
40,000 cases was the expected output of the cannery for 
this season. 

The California Fruit Canners’ Association has decided to 
rebuild the plant destroyed by fire at Fresno a few days ago, 
and already the site is being cleared for the new building. 
Work will be rushed as rapidly as possible, and the new plant 

_ will be in operation this season, according to the present plans. 
Machinery is now being ordered and the equipment of the new 
plant will be even better than in the old one. About 80,000 
cases of fruits, mostly peaches, were destroyed by the fire. 


The H. G. Prince Company has been organized here to 
engage in the canning business. This concern is capitalized at 
$100,000, and is in reality an offshoot of the Code-Portwood 
Canning Company. Mr. H. G. Prince is one of the directors of 
the old company, and enjoys the distinction of being one of the 
first canners in California, having been engaged in the business 
for almost forty years. 

The Santa Rosa branch of the California Fruit Canners’ 
Association has opened for the season under the management of 
John Oliva. It is thought that fruit will now come in fast 
enough to keep the plant busy until the end of the season. 

The Oregon holdings of the R. D. Hume estate are to be 
sold, and it is announced that the Rogue river salmon cannery 
will not be operated this year. 

The Wright-Whittier Co. has filed articles of incorporation 
at Salt Lake, Utah, with a capital stock of $50,000. It is the 
intention of the company to install a fruit and vegetable cannery 
at that place. The officers and incorporators are: Joseph E. 
Wright, president; Chas. E. Fisher, vice-president; Horace 
Whittier, secretary; Frank L. Wright, treasurer, and these with 
John H. Bush, H. H. Thompson and Gusta Oleson, are the 
directors. 

The Centralia Canning Company, at Centralia, Wash., 
seems to be an assured fact, the organization having just been 
completed. 

The Rogue River Canning & Evaporating Co. has been 
incorporated at Marshfield, Ore.

Mr. W. C. Langbridge sends us the following clipping, 
taken from ‘‘Hortieulture,’’ of Boston, and which will be found 
interesting: 


The strong letter of Dr. H. W. Wiley, head of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry of the National Department of Agriculture, in indorsement of the 
wholesomeness and purity of canned goods as a whole, and particularly 
fruits and vegetables, should go far toward offsetting the work of notoriety- 
seeking ignoramuses. These foolish creatures have filled columns in the 
yellow press, and even conservative publications have opened their 
columns to this tommy rot, as witness the effusion of one Fanny Morris 
Smith in the Outlook for April. If it were a gambling proposition one 
might not hesitate to take the long end of a ‘‘hundred-to-one shot’’ that 
she had never been in a modern canning factory while in operation, if she 
has ever seen the inside of one. The writer can state with full knowledge 
of the facts, that while a few nondescript concerns: may possibly use pre- 
servatives or ‘“‘dope’’ of some sort, no responsible packer ever uses or has 
occasion to use anything of the kind excepting perhaps in condiments 
such as catsup, chili sauce, etc., in which 1-10 of 1% benzoate of s \da is 
used, and one would have to consume an entire bottle to get this 1-10 of 
1%. This is the official declaration of the commission appointed by 
President Roosevelt, and comprising the most eminent men of their pro- 
fession. So much is said about the canning industry because its prosper- 
ity is a matter of grave moment to many seedsmen aud seed growers, and 
every one knowing the facts should make it is his duty to dissipate the 
absolutely unwarranted prejudice which so widely exists.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


If the political moths think they can fly around the Pure 
Food Candle with impunity, they may wake to find their wings 
badly singed. 


To say what is good and what is bad in foods, liquors and 
drugs may be too big a job for one man—be he even as large as 
Dr. Wiley—but when political influences are brought to bear 
on the decision as between Dr. Wiley’s opinion and their repre- 
sentative’s desires, they may win the decision, but the people— 
who after all have all the say—will believe Dr. Wiley. 


Referee Boards, appointed by these zealous politicians to 
protect the interests that make necessary a National Pure Food 
Law, can and are aoing the work for which they were created. 
But the great public is not being fooled. The public is patient 
and long suffering, but once aroused it will demand and receive 
proper action, just as it did the passage of the Meat and Pure 
Food Laws, even if it has to take the political heads of these 
‘zealous representatives. 


And it would seem there isa big crop of heads preparing 
for this fall. The rumble of the executioners’ carts may be 
heard even now on the Tariff way and on the Pure Food Road, 
and Dame Public is sitting quietly knitting, knowing the end 
will be the gillotine worked by the people. But even the tariff 
may be tinkered with with greater immunity than can any 
political interference with the full enforcement of the Pure 
Food Law be indulged in. This is particularly the people’s 
law and these obstructionists had better beware. 


They have demonstrated their ability to turn the wrath of 
the law away from their chosen ones by tampering with the 
interpretation and enforcement of its provisions. But the 
results have been secured by actions so thoroughly political that 
the public sees clearly the hands that move. 

Ex-Secretary Bonaparte heartily agreed with Dr. Wiley 
and his definition of ‘‘What is whiskey ?’’ for instance; and 
backed by President Roosevelt, whom until towards the end of 
his term these political wire pullers could never influence, the 
law was being inforced as originally intended. But with the 
approaching change of venue—and again for wholly political 
purposes—Mr. Roosevelt did weaken, but not however to the 
extent recently shown in this question. 


For but recently all the work done under the Pure Food 
I,aw has been cast aside by the successor of Bonaparte in this 
question of ‘‘What is whiskey ?” and we are given the official opin- 
iou that whiskey is anything you used to know it as. All the 
old masqueraders that the Pure Food Law banished to their 
proper places can now come marching back asthe ‘‘real things.’’ 

But is this a victory for the whiskey interests? We doubt 
it, in fact we regard it as the Waterloo of those interests that 
sought to have their imitations recognized as genuine. These 
doctorers of the law seem to overlook the fact that the condition 
of the patient—the public—has changed greatly since the days 
before the enactment of the Pure Food Law, where any old 
dose was swallowed without a murmur. 


The consumers have studied their food and drink, and 
they know now, where they formerly had no idea. They cannot 
be made to swallow a decision like this even if so high an authority 
gives it. It will simply drive them to greater caution, and 
the more careful avoidance of everything that is not Simon 
Pure, particularly when they know Dr. Wiley does not agree 
with the decision. 


The Benzoate question, while not nearly so flagrant as this, 
started the people to thinking ; and this last straw has convinced 
them that there have been political fingers tampering with their 
pie ; and we think these manipulators have overshot their mark. 
We may be wrong, but we expect to see more trouble come to. 
the ‘‘interests’’ that demanded these concessions—and got 
them—than would ever have been caused by the strictest enforce- 
ment of the law, as it should have been. The people marked 
them, and such actions as this serve only to emphasize the 
markings. You will see Benzoate of Soda dropped, not because 
of its own inherent harmfulness—if it has any—but because it 
has been given a bad name, and its company will share its bad 
odor. You will see whiskies that are not absolutely straight or 
bonded, avoided ; not because the imitations, or mixtures or com- 
pounds, or whatever they are called, are not just as wholesome, 
but because the public knows that if there was not some hidden 
reason or cause, so much effort—in the dark—to make them 
accept, the substitutes would not have been. 


The canners may not be personally interested in such con- 
siderations, except to reflect that the public’s investigation of 
its food and drink includes canned goods. And further that 
its investigation is not confined to the finished article, nor 
entirely satisfied with the knowledge that canned goods contain 
no preservatives whatever, but it must and will know that they 
are packed under conditions that are thoroughly clean from 
beginning toend. Not cleanliness based upon personal opinion, 
possibly warped by familiarity, but cleanliness that will meet 
the approval of the most exacting, covering every feature of 
the factory, its workers and its surroundings. ‘Those are the 
demands on canners, and it would be well to pay strict heed to 
them THIS YEAR, this season, NOW.

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Shenandoah Valley the Coming Apple Section. 


MARTINSBURG, W. VA., May 28, 1909.

Gentlemen :—It has been sometime since I broke in on you, but think- 
ing you would be interested in the condition of the apple crop this year, 
I am going to call your attention to a rapidly developing apple section, 
that I know you have long been familiar with, but which you have proba- 
bly not looked closely into recently. 

Before the Civil War the Valley of Virginia was among the heaviest 
apple growing sections of the country, but that strife practically wiped it 
out of existence ; for, as you know, the principle growing section in this 
consideration was located in the Shenandoah Valley, the valley General 
Sherman said he would lay so bare that a crow would have to carry his 
rations with him in flying over. It was then known as the ‘‘Grainery of 
the Confederacy,’’ and that Sherman carried out his threat is pretty well 
admitted when it is known this valley has only within recent years began 
to bloom again. A naturally more beautiful spot it would be hard to find 
in our broad land, at least at this season of the year. 

But it 1s not the natural beauty of the spot that interests us now—it is 
the change that has come over its face, a change from verdant fields or 
green woods to well arranged, well kept, thrifty apple orchards. As one 
rides through on the railroad he sees splendid young apple orchards on all 
sides. Fields and mountains that grew famous from the roar of cannon 
and the harvest of death during the war, are now covered with sturdy 
apple trees yielding immense crops of apples of a value that runs into the 
millions. 

It appears about twelve years ago, during a shortage in the northern 
apple crop, buyers from the large cities turned their eyes towards Virginia 
for what occasional crops the ill-kept, scrowny orchards could produce. 
The crops were bought on the trees at low prices, and were later picked, 
barrelled and shipped-—-all but one orchard. The owner of that had‘given 
much care to his trees and had a large crop of fine fruit. When he was 
approached by this rush of buyers he refused to quote a price or to accept 
one. Instead he took the names of all wishing to purchase and promised 
to let them hear from him when he was ready. Accordingly he sent a 
postal card to each of these saying he would offer his crop at auction to the 
highest bidder on a certain day, and if interested they could be on hand to 
make an offer. The result was there were more than thirty bidders at his 


auction and his crop was sold for nearly $20,000. It is said his entire farm 
would not have brought $4,000 a year before; but the seed had been sown, 
and all realized the possibilities of apple raising here. 


So old orchards were pulled out, new trees planted and cared for, until 
today it takes nearly a million dollars annually to handle the crop, where 
a few thousand dollars formerly covered the expense. But even yet the 
work is not full grown. Alongside of the bearing orchards, new orchards 
are being planted or are in their first, second or third years. And it is not 
haphazzard, careless growing; the State Experiment Station has been 
called on and has responded with sufficient help. Splendid specimens of 
trees are planted in regular order, usually 40 feet apart by 20 feet; they 
are sprayed several times during the year and are carefully watched for 
any disease that may attack them. Just at this time the gasolene engine 
can be heard at work driving the mixers in which the spray is made; and 
specially built wagons with their crews go through the whole orchard 
treating each tree. And the trees are kept well pruned and not allowed to 
run to wood ; the soil is fertilized and tilled, and once the trees are old 
enough to bear, no other cropis grown In fact I have not seen so well 
kept orchards east of California, and with the application of science to the 
growing, definite results are being obtained. Virginia apples are destined 
to take their old place in the markets of the world—second to none. 


This year’s crop promises to be one of the best in years. The trees are 
heavily set and making all the progress desired. There is little or no 
danger to the crop from now on, and the barrel making factories are now 
at work getting out the supply they know will be needed. Asked as to 
crop conditions and the outlook for the year’s crop, the grower replies, 
‘‘Medium to fair.’” They have never had a crop that exceeded that defini- 
tion. From here in Martinsburg, W. Va., down through the broad Valley 
of the Shenandoah, there will come a crop of apples, large in size, and of 
a quality that is all its own. 


This valley is also coming forward again as a heavy tomato canning 
section ; but last season was an unlucky one for them. As one man has 
put it, ‘‘From being importers of canned tomatoes they are now exporters,”’ 
and they have some yet they would be glad to export. This, despite the 
fact that last year is spoken of as a bad year for tomatoes. 

I had intended telling you of one of the richest hoaxes I have run 
across in a long time, but fearing you have lost patience with me, I will 
put this off until another time.

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THE CANNING OF PEAS. 
Based on Factory Inspection and Experimental Data.

[Continued from last week. ] 


FILLING THE CANS. 

When the peas leave the blancher, they are sometimes 
washed, and this is desirable in order to insure a clear liquor, 
especially if the peas have been blanched in wire baskets sus- 
pended in a tank of water. 

The peas are filled into the cans by special machines, 
although in very small factories this may be done by hand. 
The modern machines do the work with a fair degree of accu- 
racy, insuring a uniform quantity in each can, then adding 
liquor to fill, so that the caps will just go on. 

A can is said to be well filled when the contents are within 
three-eighths inch of the cap and the peas are just covered with 
liquor. Peas of excellent quality when covered to too great a 
depth with liquor deteriorate in appearance as can be determined 
by inserting a spoon and raising the peas gently but without 
appreciably disturbing the liquor. On the other hand, if there 
is not sufficient liquor to cover the peas, they are not generally 
attractive, and if very short on liquor, they become pasty. : It 
is important, therefore, to use just enough liquor to cover 
the peas. 

The No. 2 can generally used is popularly supposed to 
mean a 2-pound can, and is often so billed and referred to in 
market reports, but it does not hold 2 pounds and should be 
given its proper designation. The average fill of acan is such 


that after processing there will be 14 ounces of peas (400 grams) 
and 744 ounces (200 grams) of liquor. The can weighs 100 
grams, making a total of 7oo grams or 25 ounces. Any very 
marked deviation from these figures in the direction of reduc- 
ing the proportion of peas would evidently be an adulteration 
with water, while any considerable increase in the proportion 
of peas would result in dryness. Cans containing only 11 or 12 
ounces of peas are evidently short weight, though a customer 
can not reasonably demand more than 15 ounces as a maximum 
and expect a good appearance. 

A can of marrowfat or telephone peas will not weigh as 
much by about three.fourths ounce (20 grams) as a can of the 
smaller-sized peas if the fill be the same. The ‘‘sifted’’ pea, or 
No. 3 size, is the heaviest in the commercial grading. The 
‘‘extra sifted’ and the ‘‘petits pois’’ are the most expensive to 
the canner, and the tendency is to cut slightly in the weight, 
usually about three-fourths of an ounce, although it is not 
uncommon to get cans from 1% to 2 ounces short on peas and 
correspondingly overweight on liquor. 

The amount of peas put in a can will depend upon the grade, 
the time given in the blanch, and the length of the process. 
The better the grade of pea the greater the quantity which will 
go into the can, and these will be least affected by either blanch- 
ing or processing, while the poorest grade of peas is affected the 
most. In filling a can with good peas, an allowance of less than 
one-fourth of the space in the can is made for swelling as a 
result of processing, and for poor peas an allowance of more 
than one-half is made, so that the volume of peas used in the 
former case is about three-fourths, and in the latter about one- 
half the volume required in the finished product. 

Experiments made to determine the increase in the weight 
of peas as the result of processing showed that, given the same 
process, the first or best grade increased from 8 to 11 per cent., 
the second or intermediate grade from 16 to 21 per cent., and

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the third grade from 24 to 33 percent. There was also some 
variation in the increase in weight with the different sizes of 
peas, the ‘‘petits pois’’ showing the greatest increase in the 
poorest grade. These experiments were limited to the condi- 
tions present somewhat late in the season and are not complete, 
but only indicative in a general way of the changes which 
take place. 

The following table, based on the examination of a number 
of cans filled and brined by machine, shows approximately the 
character of the changes, some variation in the figures being 
due to the use of voiume instead of weight as the unit in filling:

‘COMPOSITION OF LIQUOR. 


The liquor used on peas is usually composed of water, salt, 
and sugar. At one time saccharin was used by many packers 
instead of sugar, but this practice has been almost entirely dis- 
continued. The proportion of salt and sugar varies greatly 
with the different packeis. The lowest amounts given were 
2 pounds of salt and 2 pounds of sugar to 100 gallons of water. 
The largest quantities used were 4o pounds of sugar and 16 
pounds of salt per 100 gallons, while the average seems to be 
about 10 pounds of salt and 10 of sugar per 100 gallons of water. 
There is undoubtedly a tendency to reduce the amount of sugar 
used, and a few canners have left out both salt and sugar in 
some lots of peas to determine whether there is a market for an 
unseasoned product. The heavy sirups are used in the fancy 
and extra fancy brands of goods, the amount of sugar added to 
the sirup being often the only difference between the ‘‘superla- 
tively good’’ and the ‘‘best.’’ A fairly sweet sirup is sometimes 
used to give a weak, insipid, sugarless pea some semblance of 
quality, also to make the smooth pea as sweet as the sweet 
wrinkled variety. Analyses of 35 brands of peas purchased in 
the open market show the sugar content of the liquor to vary 
between 0.46 and 4.17 per cent. the average being 2.62 per cent. 
More sugar is found in eastern than in western packed peas, 
and in the domestic than in the foreign peas. 


PROCESSING. 


After being filled the can is passed through the wiping 
machine, the cap is put on and soldered in the automatic cap- 
per, the tipping follows, and then comes the final inspection in

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the water bath for leaks. At one factory the cans were passed 
through an exhauster for the double purpose of heating them 
uniformly and of driving off a certain characteristic odor which 
is objectionable. 

Peas are processed in retorts under pressure, or in a solu- 
tion of a calcium salt, in order to secure a temperature above 
that of boiling water. The germs which are found upon and 
associated with the pea can not be killed at boiling temperature 
unless it is continued for such a length of time asto ruin the 
peas. The spores of these germs are supposed to resist any 
temperature below 240° F. for twenty minutes. The time and 
temperature necessary to sterilize peas can not be given with 
certainty because of the variation in factory practice and condi- 
tions which must be takeninto account. If all factories handled 
their material promptly after being cut in the field, allowed no 
delays, such as standing on wagons or in piles to ferment, 
washed the peas well as soon as thrashed, graded them equally 
well, blanched them according to their needs, siruped and filled 
the cans the same, tipped the cans at the same temperature, and 
brought them to the process tank under like conditions, it 
would be possible to develop a process which might be safe for 
nearly all localities. Such ideal conditions are not to be found 
in practice, and hence it is that one factory will employ a pro- 
cess of 240° F. for twenty minutes and do it successfully, while 
another must double the time before being reasonably success- 
ful in preventing spoilage. 

The duration of the process should be considered as the 
length of time during which the cans are submitted to a cook- 
ing temperature, and not the length of time they are in the 
retort. Ifa retort be filled with crates of cans, it will take a 
few minutes for the steam or water to come to a fairly station- 
ary temperature. When steam is used most factories allow 
from three to five minutes to bring up the temperature, and 
when water is used from eight to ten minutes. This practice is 


result. 


often followed too closely, not taking into account the fact that 
some peas are filled and tipped while at a temperature of 180° F. 
and others at 100° F. In the best of the hundred canning fac- 
tories inspected the most careful attention was given to time and 
temperature of processing. The temperature was raised gradu- 
ally, continued uniformly, and shut off slowly. The circulation 
stopcocks were opened and closed to insure a positive tempera- 
ture at all points, and the valves adjusted to meet any slight 
change above or below. 

For many years the details of the process were considered 
a factory secret, and that feeling has not wholly passed away. 
It is evident that most canners allow a good margin of safety to 
prevent spvilage. The majority follow thé rules indicated by 
general practice and make little attempt to vary them for par- 
ticular conditions so as to get the best possible results. 

The process given to peas varies considerably in factory 
practice, the lowest temperature being 230° F. for from twenty- 
five to thirty minutes. The rule, however, is to accept 240° F. 
as the proper temperature and to vary the time from twenty-five 
to forty minutes. There area few who use the short period, 
but most packers consider it unsafe. The majority are process- 
ing from thirty to thirty-five minutes for freshly thrashed, ten- 
der peas ; from thirty-five to forty minutes for peas allowed to 
stand overnight on the vines, and forty-five minutes at 245° for 
very old hard peas. As peas are unlike corn and pasty pro- 
ducts, and the heat penetrates easily and quickly, it would seem 
as though these periods give a large margin of safety. The 
writer processed good peas for ten minutes and for fifteen 
minutes at 240° for the purpose of getting spoilage, but got 
none. Poor peas were processed at 240° for twenty, twenty- 
five, thirty, thirty-five, fifty, and fifty-five minutes with a like 
Although these experiments in getting spoilage gave 
only negative results, no factory is advised to use such a short 
process.

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There was an incidental factor brought out in these experi- 
ments which is of some importance to the canners; that is, the 
effect of length of process upon the liquor content of a can. 
The peas used in this experiment were of rather poor grade, 
hard and starchy, but not worse than may be seen in'thousands 
of cans of standard peas upon the market. The effect of long 
processing is to cause a gradual decrease in the amount of free 
liquor in the can and to cause the peas to become sticky and 
adherent. This effect is shown in the following table :

The peas were sufficiently cooked in twenty-five minutes, 
and at each succeeding step they became thicker and stickier. 
The contents or the cans processed for fifty and fifty-five min- 
utes adhered so closely that only part would fall from the 
inverted can. The time given to processing should be sufficient 
only to sterilize, and the processor should use judgment in every 
case, giving the shortest time which will be safe and cause the 
least injury to the goods. The better grade of peas will suffer 
less injury from long or high process than the poorer grades. 

There is some controversy among pea packers as to the best 
form of heat for obtainihg the most attractive product. Some 
process in dry steam, some in water given the desired tempera- 
ture, and others in the calcium bath. The advocates of the 
water process claim that they secure a clearer liquor and a 


brighter can. Experiments were made to determine this point, 
but it was impossible to distinguish cans processed in dry steam 
slowly heated in the retort from those processed in water. Cans 
heated gradually—that is, by turning the steam on slowly so 
that it required ten minutes to heat the retort—have a clearer 
liquor than when the steam is turned on suddenly at full pres- 
sure. The very quick heating injures the peas in contact with 
the can and also causes a blackening inside of the can. As the 
calcium system is maintained at a high heat, the effect upon the 
peas is more like that of the quick, dry steam than of the water 
process. Sterilization can be accomplished with equal certainty 
by any one of the three methods, the choice depending upon the 
relative economy and the effect upon the goods.
